But no matter, just ac- 
cept the fact that the principle 
which explains the sound of an 
approaching vehicle, and why it 
climaxes and subsides as it 
reaches and passes you, is now 
employed in radar speed con- 
trol equipment. 

This story is about that equip- 
ment and its use. And more 
particularly about how it is used 
here in Crawford County. And 
about a couple hours with a 
deputy who is sold on its value 
to law enforcement officers.

About 10:15 a.m. last Thur- 
sday morning, Crawford Coun- 
ty Sheriff’s Deputy Bill Heemer 
was parked in a turnaround on 
I-75 south of Grayling facing 
northbound traffic. Driving 
patrol car No, 16, Heemer had 
the radar speed antennae, at- 
tached to the side of the vehicle, 
aimed point blank at traffic 
merging from I-75 and M-27 
heading north toward town. In- 
dividual speeds of the ap- 
proaching vehicles were 
flashing onto the radar module 
unit perched on the dashboard.

Employing an approach that 
places a high priority on the 
educational requirements of 
today’s youth, combined with a 
criteria that demands com- 
munity participation and pride 
in its concern for quality educa- 
tion, Dr. Donald Bush of CMU, 
provided members of the Mid- 
dle School Advisory Committee 
his review of school problems 
and recommendations for its 
future. The meeting was held 
Monday evening in the school 
library. 

Although he attacked the 
challenge from a focal point 
along more philosophical lines, 
his final recommendation 
generally concurred with those 
from previous consultants 
heard from-strongly consider 
construction of a new facility 
for Middle School students, He 
told the committee that the 
community must come to 
realize ‘‘that it is not possible to 
condition a 60-year old body to 
compete in the Olympics.” 

In his final synopsis, Bush 
outlined two other alternatives, 
including 1) extensive 
remodeling of the facility or 2) 
continued use of the building 
with only minimal maintenance 
and repair expenditures. 

Consequences of the latter, or 
“do nothing” approach, Bush 
called “the most costly of the 
three alternatives because of 
the waste of teachers and stu- 
dents time and energy.” He 
continued, ‘“‘there is no legal 
way to make even minimal im- 
provements without making a 
commitment to bring the 
building up to standards for the

pulled over to the side of the 
road, the lights on his patrol car 
flashing.

At 10:50 a.m., the white 
moving van eased back onto I- 
75 and headed north again. In 
all probability the driver was 
cursing aloud at his misfortune.

Prior to venturing out onto I- 
75 and the turnaround, Heemer 
had explained how the radar 
units function. They can be used 
while the patrol vehicle is in 
motion or in a_ stationary 
position, like at our expressway 
location. Only when operating 
from a stationary position can 
the unit measure the speed of 
vehicles traveling in both direc- 
tions. 

Two speed indicators are on 
the dash module, one showing 
the speed of the patrol car, the 
other measuring the speed of 
the target vehicle. An F.C.C. 
license is required in order to 
use the equipment. 

The principle behind the 
operation of the unit is called 
Doppler’s Effect. A radio wave 
is sent out by the antennae, 
mounted inside or outside the 
patrol car, which bounces off 
the target vehicle. It returns to 
the antennae and is transmitted 
to the module inside the car. 
The unit converts the signal into 
miles per hour, the speed of the 
target vehicle, and it appears 
on the module indicator. 

When the patrol car is in 
motion, a pair of signals are 


sent out. The first bounces off a 
stationary object like a parked 
car, building, tree or the like, 
and returns to the unit which 
calculates the speed of the 
patrol ear. That appears on a 
separate indicator on the dash 
unit. The second signal bounces 
off the target vehicle and back 
to the unit which takes both fac- 
tors into consideration when 
computing the speed of the 
target object being checked. 

The unit contains an on-off 
switch that controls the anten- 
nae signal while still allowing 
the modular unit to remain on. 
This prevents an oncoming 
vehicle with a radar detector 
from picking up a signal prior to 
reaching a distance close 
enough to have its speed calcu- 
lated. This serves to foil ‘fuzz 
buster” operators, Heemer 
said. 

An audio signal is also em- 
ployed and picks up the Doppler 
tone. Cars can be heard ap- 
proachig via audio before being 
picked up by radio signal. A

seasoned operator can tell if a 
car is speeding from the level of 
the pitch emitted by the audio 
speaker. 

Approaching vehicles can be 
detected by radio signal from as 
far away as a mile. Speeds can 
be locked into the module in- 
dicator by flipping a switch. 
The range of the unit can be ad- 
justed to account for factors 
that affects its operation-like 
poor weather conditions, for 
example. 

Heemer, who spent 40 hours 
in practical training with the 
unit after completing the in- 
struction program, said it takes 
time to become familiar with 
the unit since so many factors 
enter into play. These include 
the speed of the scout vehicle, 
proximity of the object from the 
patrol car, and its size, or mass. 
Subjective observation and 
reasoning enters in as well. 
Deputies admit that despite its 
accuracy, the unit is not 
foolproof and take every pre- 
caution to see that all ex- 
tenuating factors are taken into 
consideration. 

Before placing a unit into 
operation, Heemer showed how 
it was checked for calibration. 
This is called an internal check 
and involves validating all the 
indicators, one of which em- 
ploys the use of a pair of tuning 
forks certified to be accurate at 
40 m.p.h, and 90 m.p.h. Held in 
front of the antennae while 
vibrating, the forks transmit 40 
and $0 m.p.h. readings to the 
speed indicator. 

Heemer also explained that 
factors called ‘‘panning & bat- 
ching” are factors that can in- 
fluence the equipment. Not 
everything is automatic, he 
stressed. 

‘Watch how these drivers 
slow down when they spot me,” 
Heemer — chuckled while 
clocking expressway vehicles, 
“what they don’t realize is that 
I already know how fast they 
were going before they saw 
me.” And it was amusing to 
watch their reactions as they 
passed by. Most of those guilty 
-of exceeding the limit refused to 
even glance our way, preteri- 
ding they were puttsing along at 
the speed limit alt along. 

On our way back to town we 
traveled Four Mile Road to 
Military Road to M-93 to M-72 
and into town. Heemer was 
operating the unit in the moving 
position. Car speeds flashed on- 
to the indicator and the audio 
system barked tenaciously. 
Most vehicles passing by were 
at or under the limit. ‘“Sur- 
prisingly”, the deputy  in- 
dicated, ‘most people travel 
along between 55 and 62 miles 
an hour, really not bad at all.” 

We checked Roberts Road 
near town where the speed limit 
is posted at 25 m.p.h. Here most 
were moving well over the limit 
and Heemer said it was not un- 
common along that stretch of 
road. 

It was in March of 1974 when 
the speed limit was reduced on 
state roads from 70 to 55 miles 
per hour. Speed limits here 
along the business loop were 
also adjusted downward in 
selected spots last fall because 
of the high accident frequency 
along the loop, Highway safety 
and accident statistics show 
that state roads are safer to 
travel since it was lowered. 
Most people have slowed down 
and gas conservation has also 
become a contributing factor.

face value although in some in- 
stances defense attorneys have 
contrived gimmicks in an at- 
tempt to discredit its validity. 
Recently on TV, a lawyer was 
shown “clocking” a ringing 
telephone at 90 m.p.h., an ab- 
surd demonstration that only 
served to reflect on the 
credibility of the attorney him- 
self. 

Sheriff Haas said the use of 
radar detectors has been com- 
plimented by the recall of two 
deputies to the force in 
February for speed limit enfor- 
cement detail. Both are finan- 
ced by State Safety & Highway 
Planning department grants. 

Next time you tuck your 
family in beside and behind you 
when traveling, recall at least 
some excerpts from this story 
and slow down. The bottom line 
could be a matter of life or 
death.

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THE GREAT American pasttime--our 
quadrennial presidential scramble—is 
more than living up to any advance 
billing as unpredictable, interesting, frus- 
trating, invigorating, and all those other 
fancy adjectives. 

Of one thing we can be certain in this 
country—politics, presidential style, will 
not be boring. 

For example, who would have thought, 
a scant six months ago, that a couple of 
candidates named James Ear] Carter and 
Ronald Reagan would have the nomina- 
tions all sewed up 3 or 4 months before 
the nominating conventions. Yet, that’s 
what it looks like. 

Of course, things can change again. 
They've changed a sozen or so times so 
far, and there’s no reason to bet they 
won't change again. 

WHO WOULD have thought, for 
another example, that an obscure Illinois 
congressman would have grown in a few 
short months from ‘John Who?’ to a 
modern-day Teddy Roosevelt? Yet, that’s 
what could be happening to John Ander- 
son. 

It’s really unlikely, but it’s true: John 
Anderson this year is cast in the mold of a 
Teddy Roosevelt, or a Eugene McCarthy 
and even an early-on George McGovern. 

Those traits and positions which endear 
Candidate Anderson to the public-at- 
large, and to members of the opposite 
party, are those traits and positions 
which shut him out of his own solid party 
backing, 

The same conundrum applied to both 
McCarthy and McGovern in earlier times. 

The result with Anderson seems to be 
that he hasn't a ghost of a chance of win- 
ning the Republican nomination, yet he 
might run a respectable and perhaps win- 
ning race for president...if he could be 
nominated. 

THEN THERE’S the possibility of a 
third-party challenge. Of course, 
whereever there are more than two am- 
bitious candidates for one job, there's 
always the possibility of a third-party 
challenge, . 

It’s happened before in recent 
American politics: Henry Wallace, Strom 
Thurmond, McCarthy, etc, It certainly 
wil happen again. 

This year is different, however...and

that’s what makes this year so in- 
teresting to dedicated president-making 
watchers, 

With the usual third-party challenges, 
the third-party challenger predictably 
weakens his base party, and strengthens 
the opposition party. That’s the normal 
way third-party challenges work. But not 
this year. 

LOOK BACT AT the most. serious 
third-part challenge of this century, 
When Teddy Roosevelt led the Bull 
Moose rebellion, it weakened Roosevelt's 
Republican party and resulted in the elec- 
tion of Democrat Woodrow Wilson. 

When Wallace and Thurmond ran, they 
drained votes from their home-base 
Democrats—not enough to defeat Frank- 
lin Roosevelt or Harry Truman, but 
enough to be counted anyway. 

But that’s not what would happen with 
a John Anderson candidacy on a splinter 
ticket, in my opinion. 

In primary after primary, Anderson 
has exhibited his appeal to independents 
and to Democrats more than to Repub- 
licans. He has done best in cross-over 
states, where Republicans can vote for 
Democrats and vice versa, without 
hewing to party allegiance, 

IN A GENERAL election between Car- 
ter and Reagan, the same would likely be 
true...that is, John Anderson would ap- 
peal to Democrats and to independents 
more than he would to Republicans. 

Most “‘usual’’ Republicans would be 
expected to stay home and vote for 
Reagan; the splinter seems to be more 
among Democrats, who are dissatisfied 
with Mr, Carter, but have no other par- 
tisan port in the storm. 

Thus, an Anderson third-party can- 
didacy would appear to weaken Mr. Car- 
ter’s chances for re-election, while having 
little or no effect on Mr. Reagan's basic 
corps of supporters. Anderson would 
weaken Carter, thereby strengthening 
Reagan. 

It’s a strange, 
especially in 
politics. 

This year is no different. In fact, by the 
time American voters get to make their 
decision in November, 1980 may go down 
in history as one of the topsiest and tur- 
viest political years in history. —

The Michigan Lottery’s new 
instant game, ‘Michigan Base- 
ball'', will go on sale Tuesday, 
April 22. 

Each “Michigan Baseball” 
ticket has nine baseballs, or 
playing spots, representing nine 
innings. Under each baseball is 
the score for that inning. If the 
player's total score (the sum of 
the nine innings) is greater than 
the oppenent’s score (found un- 
der “their Score’) the player 
wins a cash prize. If the 
player's score ties with “Their 
Score”, the player wins a free 
ticket. 

The “Michigan Baseball” in- 
stant game features a Grand 
Drawing with a top prize of 
$1,000 a week for life ($1 million 
minimum). Winners of $50 
prizes who file a claim within 
ten (10) days after the announ- 
ced end of the game, qualify for 
the Grand Drawing elimination.

Homemaker service __ is 


definitely a growing program. 
It has been in existence less 
than a year and in its third 
week, they did services for nine 
clients. We are now doing ser- 
vices for 53 clients. 

Homemaker Service’ What is 
it? Who is eligible for Home- 
maker Service? Who pays? 

Homemaker Service is a 
program in Crawford County 
sponsored by the Northeast 
Michigan Community Service 
Inc. and is being administered 
from the Crawford County 
Senior Citizens Center. 

My job with Homemakers is 
to make the first visit with the 
client which has been referred 
from the Senior Cehter, Depar- 
tment of Social Services, a 
neighbor, relative or friend of 
the person who could use the 
help. I spend some time with the 
family, assess what types of 
services they need, and how of- 
ten we can provide the help. I 
make out a work order detailing 
what is to be done in the home. 
Cooking, dishes, cleaning, 
changing bedding, grocery 
shopping, or even transporting 
them to the doctor’s office, in an 
emergency. 

To be eligible, you must be 60 
years of age or older and unable 
to perform routine daily tasks. 
There is no charge for this ser- 
vice and no income restrictions. 
However, we do _ accept 
donations if you can afferd to 
pay. This will allow us to do ser- 
vices for more clients. 

If you know of someone that 
has a temporary condition due 
to illness, injury, arthritis, han- 
dicap or recently returned 
home from the hospital and is 
unable to perform these daily 
chores for themselves please 
call the Senior Citizen Center, 
348-9314. 

If you or someone you know 
has a few hours a week to help 
provide these services, please 
call and let us know, Volunteers 
will receive mileage and a 
stipend, $1.50 per hour of ser- 
vice.
